Tomato growing Is popular with 
gardeners, but to grow this kind of 
fnilt to perfection requires more skill 
than we geiiernlly suppose. Soils for 
lo'nmtoes fihonid be light nnd rich and 
should have good drainage. The to- 
mato, especlHlly In the inore northerii 
part of the United States, needs to 
be pushed. forward ns rapidly na pos- 
sHile, so that (he growers may get the 
benefit of the-brop before frost comes. 
In most of our*>'ortliern farms during 
the past two years there has been 
much ooiuplnlnt of tomatoes nut ripen- 
ing. It l9 evident -tbiic^f the plants 
arc grown on hind that Is cold, on 
account of texturti or laek^of drulmige, 
there will be trouble of tills nature, 

The best time totransptaiit tomatoes 
Is wbcii they arc six hienes high. If 
they arc left Iti tbe hot beds till they 
have attained a height of two feet or 
more they do not bear triuisplantlng 
well, nud growth Is checked to nn ex- 
tent that seeius to render vuld tbe 
start thut bad been mode by growing 
them In a hot bed. In fact, when 
such plants nre set out It Is not un- 
usual to see volunteer plants that grew 
In the open soil bear frnit as soon 
us they, though the hot-bed pliints hud 
blossoms on them nt the time of set- 
ting out. 

Heiieruliy torn n to plants are set 
about fonr feet apart each way and 
permitted to lie on tbe ground. When 
the plantation Is small and consider- 
able attention can be given to each 
plant, a good way to do Is to plant 
them about three feet apart, each way 
and train the plants to single stems, 
tying these Hlems to stakes. This Irta, 
in the sun. and the tomatoes should 
rl|)eti nmi'O fully and be of better Ha vol' 
than, when allowed to ripen on tho 
ground under the shade of the thick 
ioftves. 

If It is desiretl to avoid the trouble 
of hoeing out the weeds every, few 
days, old straw or other like niuterlai, 
C'\*en gniBH from the lawn,' tnay be 
placed nronnd the vines. This also 
acta as a mulch and keeps the' moist- 
ure In the ground for the use of the 
pbints. yi'hls mulch will have to be 
added to from' time to time, as the 
wGfds will make a desperate pffort toj 
piisli up through It. Ill the case of 
green grass being used for a nmlch 
tills will be particularly so, t,n tho 
grnsH decays verj* tiulckly. Ou the

It Is, however, very roughly 
done and is altogether Inferior to the 
tattooing of the Mnorts ot New Zea-; 

The 
method ot operation Is simply to 
make a sitt In the skin and then rub 
in charcoal. Among the less pleasing 
feminine ornaments must be reckoned 
the nose buttons ot the Wa-Yao and 
the frightful pelele or Up ring of the 
Anyanja. The nose button is a cir- 
cular disk ot Ivorj- or burnished lead, 
let Into one side of the nostril. Ugly 
as 1b the effect produced by this. It Is 
yet a thousand times less hideous 
than the pelele, which consists of a 
round flat piece of Ivory, or wood, 
fixed In a silt In the upper llpa. The 
silt Is gradually increased by the In- 
sertion of successive plugs, each a 
little larger than the preceding one, 
until it can accommodate a full sized 
pelele, which sticks out an inch or 
metre In front of the face, rendering 
the appearance ot the wearer scarcely 
human.

CLOUDS EIGHT MILES HIGH, 



Pecullarltlee Attending and Preceding 
Thunderstorms Noted. 

A great cumulous thunderhend 
cloud, tov.*ering up on the horizon 
like a huge flamboyant iceberg, Is 
often higher than the highest Alps 
would be if ihey were piled on top-ot 
the Himalayas. 

It Is not unusual for these *Jouds to 
measure five, six and even eight 
n^llea from their flat, dark base, hov- 
ering a mile or two above the world, 
to their rounded, glistening summit, 
splendid In the sunlight. And in these 
eight miles the changes of tempera- 
ture are as greot as those over many 
thousand miles ot the earth's surface. 
These clouds contain strata of tem- 
perature, narrow belts of freezing cold 
nHernallns %vith large distances of 
rainy mist and frozen snow and ice 
particles. 

Hailstones, which are formed from 
a snow particle that falls from the up- 
per strata and Is frozen bard In the 
freezing belt and coated with added 
Ice on the wet belt, are often found 
with a series of layers in their forma- 
tion, showing that they have passed 
through this succession of cloud atra- 
tn more than once on their way from 
the upper air to the earth.

ty, in their last County Convention, hnvintr 
pnsi>ed the resolution hereinafter mentioned 
and recited, and said County Central Com- 
mittee, pursuant to such resolution, having 
adopted rules to carry the same into efTeci, 
which rules are as follows: 

Rule I. All Republican primaries, or 
caucuses, for the Eclectlon of delegates to 
Republican County Conventions hereafter 
called shall be called by the Republican 
County Central Committee in each nnd 
every voting: precinct in said-Lake County, 
to be held on the en mo day, and the hours 
thereof to be between two o'clock P. M.

Rule III. Said ballota shall have print- 
ed thereon, in addition to ,tlfe names ot 
delegates, the names of all candidates for 
the several ofKcea for which nominations 
ate to be made at the convention for which 
delegates are to be selected, and the voter 
shall receive his ballot from one of the 

t'udges of the primnry nnd shaM indicate 
lis choice of caudidates by making a cross 
opposite the name of the candidate of his 
choice for each oliice and.caet his ballot so 
marked^ the same as at an. election by 
Auetrnlian Ballot under the regular election 
lawK; and the candidate for any office who 
shall receive the higbest number of votes 
for that oflice in any precinct sball have 
the delegation oE that precinct as iuHtrucled 
for him and to vote for him at the County 
Convention for which such delegates are 
chof en; and the ballot shall so state such 
instruction. 

Rule IY. Such ballot shall -be in the 
nature of an otHcinI ballot, and shall t>ear 
the name of the Secretary of the County 
Central Couimittee printed on the back 
therfof, nnd when delivered to the voters 
J3y the primary judges they ehall have the 
initials of the primary judge \vho delivers 
them written tbereon, and in. counting 
ballots cast, none shall be cfluut^l other 
than such oflicial ballot so marked 1' 

RcleV. Such ballot shall contain the 
names of but one set of delegates in each 

!)recinct. who shall be selected by the 
Jpanty Committeeman of each precinct for 
his precinct, and spaces shall be' left vacant 
so that names of other delegates may be 
written in and voted for by the voter by 
era^^ing printed names and substituting 
written names therefor. 

Rule VI, Each candidate shall reeister 
his name as such candid nte with the Secre- 
tary of the County Committee immediately 
upon declaring uia candidacy; and pay 
tosaid Secretary a (fee. of Fifty Dollars 
(£50.00) to help defuy tlio ctpensea of 
printing and distribuTlng Buch Ijallots, 

Rule Y 1 1.' The' call for the County 
Convention sinill be by thirty days notice 
published at least once in each week for 
two succCFsive weeks, ihfe first publication 
to be thirty days before the convention day, 
except where special clectiDns and district 
convention calls render a shorter notice 
necessary, 

RuleVIII. The judges of the several 
priraarie? shall make up credentials accord- 
ing to thfl result of the ballots cast, nnd 
nhall also forthwith certify such result to 
the Secretary of the County Committee, 
and shall preserve nil poll books nnd ballots 
until after the adjournment of the County 
Convention to which delegates are eleotetl. 

Rule IX, The County Committee shall 
meet to execute these rules on call of the 
Chairnmn and Secretary thereof.

Tbe root- 
stocks of couch gratis will sonictlmcH 
grow to a length of ten to llftoen feet 
In one KeaHori, ftirntphlng this weed 
witli u means of rapid distribution nnd 
propagation, a eharaeler making it 
most iicrnieious Jii cultivated land. The 
only wny entirely to get rid of It Is by 
forking the ground over carefully, and 
picking It out piece by piece. Even 
the smallest bit left In tho ground will 
start Into growth,— Am erica u Cultiva- 
tor.

While the recognlxed formula for 
Uordcttux mixture yill remain a favor- 
ite for potato blight aiipllcattons, there 
nre some objections to Its use, one of 
the most formidable ones being tho 
clogging of Uie nozzle of the sprayer 
by the lime used In the making of tho 
mixture. Kx pertinents have been made, 
on a small scale, with the soda-copper 
mixture which nre exceedingly prom- 
ising. The ordinary wnslilng sodn J.^ 
used — four iiouuds of suljihuLp of cop- 
per, 11 vo pounds of wasiiin^bda and 
llfty gallons of water, as a tmsfs, anil 
Increasing llie quantity of ' sulphate 
and «oda sllgblly If it was necessary. 

Dissolve the soda In a barrel nnd 
then pour It Into the coiipcr sulphate, 
mixing tborqugbiy and iisin;; wltti tho 
spray immp In precisely the same innn- 
ner in which. Bordeaux mixture la 
used, nnd at the same Intervals. M'hilo 
It Is not advised that tbis hew mixture 
be subalitulod for the Bordeaux ralx- 
Jtire, it Is well worth cxpcrlnienting 
with on n Hinall scale.— Exchange.

.Sixteen known dead, scores Iiijured^ 
and a property loss of $2,1)00.000 Is tht»- 
Btory In brief of the storm whlcli^ 
swept down the Mtssls.ilppl valley 
SJftturdiiy nlfrht and visited Its fury^ 
upon .St. Paul and .Mliineapolf.i. 

Aside fi-oni Its force, It was the moal- 
reinarkable tornado Which this sec- 
tion of the country has ever, osperl- 
eneeil. Two- Jhcatern were wrecked, 
while frnll structures less tlinn a blnclc 
away were not Injuretl. Huge ofllca* ■ 
buildings were shorn of glass ns- 
though they .had been inadc largets- 
for siege guiiR. Two spans were swept 
from ft bridge,' leaving the retnalnder 
of the structure Intact, The middle: 
was cut out' of a. long freight sited ns- 
thongh plniiiie<l nnd performed hy 
trained workmen. All this by a .'^torni. 
which lasted less than thirty mlnutCM. 
Iteportfl are that n large portion or 
the town of Wiiconla Is wiped out". 
Four persons are known to have per- 
Ifih^I. Over two score arc Injured anil 
It la feared many of tliesc wllldle. Tho- 
property lossthero tn enonnons. r4irgo- 
factories. Ineluoing the pltiut of tlu^- 
JHuneaiwlls -Sugar Beet Company, aro- 
In ruins. The depot of the .Minneapo- 
lis nnd St. Ixiuls Ball road was blown 
from Its foundation and dfstroyed. 
Xumerous dwelllnps were wrecked. 
Waconia has a population "of 400 and 
Is located forty miles southwest of St. 
Paul. 

Beginning at a point below Fort 
SnellJng there Is evidenco tlint the^ 
Btoriu struck with dnmaglng orfect. It 
came from the south west and Iiowliufj- 
lu Its fury uprooted trees nnd ilcmoi- 
Isbetl buildings In Us pathway toward- 
Bt Pnui. 

-It tore off two spans of the high 
bridge as completely us If they bud 
been unbolted from tho re^^t of tbtt- 
Etruclurc and carted a wny by work- 
men. Tbe brhlgo connected with tho- 
high bliiflf/f at West St. Paul and It l» 
180 feet alKive the river. This tnas* 
of slecl was carried to the flub* below, 
where Bylng steel girders and heavy 
planks fell on several small fni mo- 
bouses of the Hat dwellers niul efush- 
ed them completely. Xoiie of tlm oc- 
cupants of th«ie bouses was hurt, as- 
tliey .*iaw tJto storm coining nrul took 
refuge In tbe caves In the hllUidiv 
St. I'uul TbcntorB Crusiicd. 

With a deafening roar ami the hiss- 
and splash of fulling sheet's of rnlti 
the storm struck St. Paul at the Wa- 
basha, street bridge. Here were lo- 
cated, on 'opiwsltc sides of the street, 
the Tlvoll concert hal! nnd EniiJlra- 
Theater, both of wliich were crowded, 
IVjth buildings -Htood on tho edge oT 
the blufC overlooking the river, -with 
the sides opciu When the building* 
began tn swajv the audiences becamB-- 
panlc stricken. Men and bi>yB rushed, 
over encb ollic'r for the oxlt'>, Tbo 
lights went nut and tho rapid light- 
ning flash OS illumlnnt»l a stiene of 
pr]0lcmDnlum, which was. Intouslfled 
by the crash of glass and the ( est ring- 
of timbers as the frame structure* 
gave way before the tornado. Sec- 
tions of the TlvoU roof were blown 
through the air nnd landed In Third 
street, a block distant. 

Tin roofs on acveral buildings were 
roiled In bundles as one would roll a 
huge sheet of paper, and deimsltcit In 
the street. Wires were torn down 
and pnrt of Uio city .was In darkness. 
Tbe high buildings reaching skyward 
above the smaller ones on Kast Third 
street" were shaken to their fooudH- 
tlons. The flue large plate glass win- 
dows wer« hloTvn In, and In several 
jkylfghts were blown out 
' Tho Germnn-Ainerlean Bank Build- 
log, tlic Pioneer Press Building, ten 
and twelve story structures, hud 
scarcely a whqls pane of glass left 
above tho second or tbird story on tb» 
sld«fl exposed to tho . atortu. These, 
with tbe First National Bank Bultd- 
liiff, on East Fourth street, and aeveral 
•wliolesnle houses further cast, had tbo 
appearance of havlog been bombarded 
by a batterj* of guns. 

In the path of tiie wind stood tbo 
long freight wnrclionse of tlm Ohlcngo, 
Milwaukee and Ht Paul Hallway, and 
a section of this building about- 40O 
feet long was shattered, 

Tho large dormitory of the nouso 
of the Good Shepherd, a two-story 
trame buifdlng adjacent to tho tnstl- 
tutlori, collapsed during tho storm, 
burybig fifty children 1^ the ruins. 
One child waa killed and a ecoro of 
others were hurt. Including ono of tho,- 
fllstera of the bouse, . : .

As Jioiie of the mouibera 
of tbc family was seen about ,lhe 
place tbo neighbors supposed that 
Hodges had taken bla w*tfc and chil- 
dren back to attttcsboro' 

Inspection of the nilns next morn- 
ing brought to tigbt tbe bodies of the 
live victims. The bead of Mr. Hodges 
was crushed in, as' though be had been 
struck with an ax, nnd the head nnd 
body oC ^Irs, Hodges stiowcd marks 
of bruises, Tbo little glri had been 
horribly nmtilnted. Tlio bodies of tbe 
other two children sbowcd no marks 
of violence, tbeir positions IndlcatUig 
that they bad .been burued to dcatta 
while aaiccp.

IMPORTANT TOWN IN TIBET. 



Inhabitants of Gyangtse Are Chiefly 
Religious Devotees. 
Oyangtse, which Is distant 213 milea 
from the Indian frontier and 134 miles 
from Lassa, is a large and Important 
town with' a network of irrigation 
channels. The town, which is over 
two miles in circumference and con-. 
tains 1,000 houses. Is situated about 
two small hlila, which lie cast and 
west. On the western hill la a col- 
lection of majialve walls, keeps and 
bastions covering the whole surface 
of the rock, 600 feet high and 400 
yards long. On the western bill Is a 
monastery of 600 monks, with a lofty 
temple nine stories high, which la con- 
sidered, by the Tibetans a particularly 
holy place. Surmounting the edifice 
Is a gilt dome and from hero a mag- 
nlflcent view Is to be had of the town 
and surrounding mountains.. Inside 
the', temple are numbers of niches, 
filled with Images of Buddha and 'of 
Balnta, The town and the surround- 
ing country swarm with monasteries, 
In one of which Chandra Das, an In- 
dian . traveler, found 600 monks en- 
gaged in divine service and 200 more 
reading the sacred hooks, while on 
each side of the Image of Buddha 
were four rows of monks, twenty In 
each, with hundreds of butter-ted 
lamps burning In front 6t them.
